~~ Selectmen To Support 


Entire Dump Budget 


The selectmen are agreed that 
the full amount of $125,000 for 
cover material must be provided 
by the town for operation of the 
dump, which has been ordered 
closed by the state. 

Chairman Robert A. Watters of 
the selectmen told a study group 
of the League of Women Voters 
Monday night that the full amount 
of money inserted in the budget by 
the town manager would be re- 
quested. 

Also to be supported is the 
request for a new _ bulldozer, 
totalling $60,000. 

Dr. Douglas Dunbar of the 
Board of Health also told the 
board that his group would sup- 
port the selectmen’s request and 
urge the Finance Committee to do 
the same. 

The LWV Study Group, led by 
Mrs. Dana Duxbury, had appeared 
before the board tp urge support 
for correcting conditions at the 
present dump and work toward 


solution of the overall solid waste 
problems facing the town. 

During the discussion, Robert 
Park, an abutter to the present 
dump, asked the town to stop 
trespassing on his land with the 
operation and claimed the level 
of the dump was at least 30 feet 
above his property. 

Park, who has prohibited the 
town from going on his land to 
do engineering work to determine 
boundary lines, said the town had 
covered a stone wall marker and 
trees with the dump operation. 

Selectman Sidney P. White said 
that he felt Park would be better 
off if he would co-operate with 
the town in allowing the engineering 
work to proceed, rather than 
blocking the attempts. 

Park asked that the disposal 
site operations on his property 
cease and the material moved 
back on town property. He was 
asked how such was possible when

Power Rate 
Increase 
Proiested 


Congressman F. Bradford 
Morse has recorded his vigorous 
opposition to the $11 million rate 
increase requested last Friday 
by the New England Power Com- 
pany (NEPCO). Ina letter to 
the Chairman of the Federal Power 
Commission (FPC), which must 
rule on NEPCO’s petition for an 
increase to go into effect next 
month, Morse stated that the rate 
increase was ‘‘an absolutely un- 
warrented burden when the price 
for electricity in New England is 
- . . already some thirty percent 
higher than in other parts of the 
country.”’ 

Congressman Morse _ also 
pointed out his concern over the 
fact that last Friday’s petition by 
NEPCO closely followed another 
rate settlement with the FPC, 
which took effect only days ago, 
increasing the cost of electric 
power in New England. In addi- 
tion, Morse noted that the request 
for a rate hike came at a time 
when Massachusetts consumers 
were facing a surcharge on their

At the Jan. 10 meeting of the 
board the subject of reopening 
was brought up by the town 
manager. The board at the time 
postponed action until this week 
in order to allow residents to be 
heard.

he’ would not allow town crews on 


his property. 

Harold E. McGrath, of Pettin- 
gill Road, also an abutter, com- 
plained about the condition of 
Fish brook, which he said was 
polluted by the dump operations. 

McGrath handed a bottle of 
muddy water to the board which 
he said came from a well on his 
property which he is unable to 
use due to the pollutants from the 
dump. 

It was pointed out that the town 
is making every effort to correct 
drainage conditions at the dumy, 
realizing the site is in the Fish 
brook watershed area, a supplier 
of Haggetts pond. 

Mrs. Duxbury outlined the points 
considered by the league’s en- 
vironmental study group. She 
asked that the proper cover 
material of six inches per day, 
plus meeting the requirements for 
final cover be met by the town. 

Mrs. Duxbury also asked the 
board to keep in mind the re- 
quirements for anti pollution 
controls in the search for a new 
sanitary disposal site. 

Mrs. Elaine Katz, also of the 
league committee, asked the board 
to appoint a committee to study 
the feasibility of town support for 
the recycling process which is 
proving a success withwaste paper 
and glass collection in town at 
present, 

She felt that some economy would 
be realized through such a prac- 
tice and urged support of the 
separation of refuse material on a 
permanent basis, - 

Chairman Watters informed the 
group that the board was in full 
support of the 1972 budget requests 
as well as the: finding of a new 
disposal site, based on recom- 
mendations of Metcalf and Eddy 
consultants who have been studying 


the problem for the town. 

Watters also said the board is 
interested in the long range solu- 
tion to the problem by working with 
the regional committee studying 
the problem. 

He said the town manager and 
Public Works Director Robert Mc- 
Quade are seeking an extension of 
time on the life of the present 
dump, 

The state has ordered the dump 
closed by October, with plans for 
closing down the _ operation 
submitted to the state health 
authorities by June. 

Local officials have asked for an 
extension of time, in view of the 
possible use of the area for a 
future recreation site, thus at- 
taining proper grade. 

Also, the town is making every 
effort to meet state standards. 
_ Rep, James P. Hurrell, of North 
Andovar, who represents asection 
of Andover, told the board that 
he hed requested a meeting for 
all parties on the dump site to ex- 
plore the possibilities of ‘an 
extension of time and arrive at a 
reasonable solution to the problem. 

Rep. Hurrell said the regula- 
tions, adopted by the state and 
under which the town dump site 
was ordered, are good. 

The landfill operation, he said, 
is the best immediate solution to 
the problem, with regional incin- 
eration the ultimate solution. 

Hurrell said that he would be in 
touch with the local boards on the 
matter, 

Hurrell pledged his support in 
working with the town in both the 
short and long term goals 
regarding the sanitary disposal 
Site.

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AN OPEN LETTER 


January 21, 1972 
TO THE CITIZENS OF ANDOVER: 


Constantly the local newspapers report the outstanding 
work and good deeds performed by Merrimack College. 
However, they may not realize there is another side to the 
story; so, please read my viewpoint of Merrimack College 
and/or those who accept the responsibility for its physical 
plant. | f 


It has been reported that the college owns one hundred 
and seventy (170) acres of land. This is choice, tax-free, 
largely undeveloped land in the towns of Andover and 
North Andover. Despite the availability of this land, a new 
infirmary is to be built on a small plot of land adjacent to 
my home - sixty (60) feet from miy picture windows. 


Obviously this is in conflict with Merrimack’s stated intent 
‘to “expand with an asthetic eye”. 


The Lawrence Evening Tribune on September 9, 1969 
published a feature article about the “Town Houses” after 
they were completed. The following is a brief excerpt: 
“. . . Hatem notes that the layout of the new facilities is in 
Keeping with Father Aherne’s desire to make the college ‘a 
place of which area residents can be proud - intellectually and 
visually.” The space behind the three newly-erected 156 
resident town-house dormitories is being done with an “eye 
out for privacy, eye-appeal and the protection of abutters” 
(on, Fox Hill Road, Andover) he says. ‘We must always re- 
tain the school’s and the area’s dignity.”” Father Kenny adds, 
“progress hasn’t just meant a bulldozer.” 


Indeed, this action will reduce not only the asthetic 
value of my home and property, but also its assessed value. 


In 1954 I purchased my land, which was zoned for single 
family residential use, and started building my home. Sub- 
sequently the college acquired the adjacent property. Five 
years later the Town Meeting rezoned a portion of Fox Hill 
Road, which included my home, to an education zone. In 
1964 the Town Meeting approved the existing zoning regu- 
lations under which my home is considered in a single family 
zone. However, 60 feet from my property the college can 
build the infirmary under a special section listed on page 7, 
section 6 provided for religious, charitable land use. The 
selectmen and building inspector cannot refuse to issue a 
permit for the infirmary. This section of the zoning by-laws 
was adopted to conform with the state laws, Section 40A, 
GL 2. 


Two units of the ‘““Town Houses” built three years ago 
are only thirty (30) feet behind the property of my next 
door neighbor at 33 Fox Hill Road. As it was not legally re- 
quired, and was to the advantage of the college, I did not 
receive notification of the proposed town house (dormi- 
tories) construction, although courtesy would have dictated 
such notice since it came very close to my property. By the 
time the building permit was issued and construction started 
it was too late te issue a protest. Although the seven units 
are constructed on a very small portion of the college’s 
available land, they accommodate one hundred fifty-six 
(156) students - not exactly spacious quarters - a bit 
congested! 


I have not seen the plans of the new infirmary building. 


. However, it obviously will have to be extensive enough to 


allow for both in and out-patient care of a student popula- 
tion of over 2000 and facilities for an adequate staff. 
This building will be staffed and in use twenty-four hours a 
day during the school term. Traffi¢ will also be increased by 
the provision plus ambulance service. Additional burden 
will certainly be placed on the now overloaded sewer lines 
which already require work by employees of the Board of 
Public Works to clear the pipes to avoid flooded cellars 
which already occurs in my home, and the homes in the 


neighborhood. 


After many years of hard work on my own part and the 
expenditure of a large amount of money for material and 
union workers, my home is néw complete. The living and 
dining rooms face the rear of the proposed infirmary. Had I 
realized that with all the available land the college owns, 
they would consider placing a building this close to some- 
one’s home, I would never have invested the money and 
time in constructing my dining room with a glass wall eight 
feet high and twelve feet long, a living room with a curved 
picture window six feet high and ten feet long knowing it 
would overlook an infirmary sixty feet away. If anyone is 
interested I will be glad to have them visit my home, enjoy 
the present view and contemplate what it will be like 
following the proposed construction. Just givé me a call at 
475-6034 to make arrangements. 


On Monday, January 17, 1972 I spoke to Rev. Thomas 
C. Kenney, OSA, Collegiate Treasurer. He verified the fact 
that the infirmary would be built behind my home as stated 
above. He read the original draft of this letter - which was 
even more specific than this one - and commented that if I 
wished to print it, that was my business. I also suggested 
various locations where the building could be placed 
equally convenient to the students but away from my home. 


Since I assume complete personal responsibility for the 
statements in this letter I have elected to publish it as a paid 
advertisement. 


As you make your pledge, and your check payable to the 
Merrimack College Building Fund, may I ask that you sti- 
pulate that it is made with the understanding that the in- 
firmary will not be located adjacent to my property but in 
an equally convenient area. This will accomplish the aims of 
the college and yet not reduce the asthetic and financial 
value of my property.

Music “Jo 
Our Eare 


By Edward P. Grigoli 

Director of Music 
The woodwind choir, with its 
great diversity and possibilities 
in tonal color, is one of the most 
fascinating sections of the 
symphony orchestra. It takes much 
training and experience onthe part 
of the woodwind performer to 
achieve perfection in fingering and 
cross - fingering, intonation, 
breath, lips and tongue control, 
phrasing, precision of ensemble, 
and tonal balance, and much on 


the part of the conductor 
to being to life just what 
the composer desired. The 


various instruments of this 
choir have sharply differentiated 
‘‘personalities,’? with the timbre 
changing through-out their ranges. 
Both the composer and the con- 
ductor have to bear in mind that 
the facial muscles of all wind 
players tire easi'y and that they 
must have frequent rests. Al! 
wind players phrase their music 
through adroit use of air and 
lips, and they constantly watch the 
condition of their reeds and mois- 
ture condensation in their instru- 
ments to prevent ‘‘bubbling’’ off 
pitch, and ‘‘dead’’ tone quality. 
Pitch and quality are not merely 
a matter of putting the correct 
fingers on the holes, keys, or 
valves, they are also dependent 
upon other factors, including the 
most basic - the perfection of the 
instrument itself. The serious 
listener will want to become 
acquainted with every musical in- 
strument of the orchestra and band 
by sight, sound, design, function, 
one general manner of manipula- 
ion. 

The modern flute consists of a 
three-part, jointed, cylindrically 
bored tube, with the blowing end 
a bit parabolic in bore. It has an 
over-all length of about twenty 
six inches, with the blowing end 
plugged and the opposite end open, 
Nevertheless, the flute acts as an 
open tube, due to the acoustical 
function of the lips. 

The stream of air blown across 
the edge of the embouchure hole, 
actually functioning as a sort of 
reed, sets the air in the tube in 
vibration, Thus, because of the 
open pipe operation, the flute easily 


overhlows the octave with an in-- 


crease of wind pressure and slight 
shift of the lips. 

Along the length of the flute 
are scientifically spaced and sized 
holes bored through the top shel! 
of the tube. Covering of these 
holes by the fingers, with or with- 
out the key mechanism, segments 


the vibrating air column (similar 
to touching or stopping a vibrating 
string) to produce the desired 
pitches. This is done according 
to the basic acoustical laws of 
pipes - the longer the tube the lower 
the pitch, and vise versa. Thus 
the skillful player can produce 
tones ranging from, the softest 
whisper to ear splitting shrillness, 
run up and down scales, arpeggi, 
and other such figureswith agility, 
and skip around td produce trills, 
shakes, and graces that surpass all 
other instruments, yet, the expert 
flutest can ‘‘sing” alyrical melody 
as warmly as the human voice. 

The flute though acoustically in 
D, is treated as though in C and 
sounds as written.

Welfare 


We are not the least bit optimistic, but remain hopeful 
that local efforts, particularly those of Selectman Sidney P. 
White and State Senator William X. Wall may result in a 
change of plans regarding the closing of the Andover wel- 
fare office. 

The closing is a part of the overall state takeover of wel- 
fare operations, which has left much to be desired. 

The Andover office, as of Feb. 28, according to present 
plans, will be consolidated within the regional office in 
Lawrence. 

To the many recipients, particularly those in the senior 
citizen category, this will represent considerable hardship 
and inconvenience. 

Too, it will remove from the welfare operation the very 
essence, we think, of such an operation, the personal 
approach to problems. 

Since the state takeover, the welfare operation in the 
state has been in cnaos. 

One of the underlying reasons, we think, is that lack of 
personal contact and knowledge, which local officials once 
had, and still do in Andover. 

The closing of the local office was a part of the overall 
plan developed for the state welfare organization back a few 
years ago. i 

Probably due to the local operation, the fact that it too, 
would be phased out, was probably overlooked. 

Selectman White feels he has pertinent information which 
could possibly change the minds of state officials with 
regard to closing the local operation. 

His colleagues have given him permission to approach the 
state in an effort to forestall the closing of the operation as 
scheduled Feb. 28. 

With some effort by both the local selectman and Sen. 
Wall, possibly some beneficial action could be forthcoming 
to avoid the inconvenience which most assuredly will be 
placed upon the community’s senior citizens, in particular; 
by the closing of the local operation. 


As Usual 


Congratulations to the Board of Consternation, other- 
wise known as the selectmen, for their usual deliberateness 
in tabling the Bailey Bridge issue Monday night. 

The small span over the Shawsheen River which, until 
closed by the selectmen some months ago, eased the traffic 
problems in Shawsheen was up for reopening. 

The board in usual fashion found sufficient questions to 
stall a decision on the matter. : 

Chief complainants to reopening the bridge, were, of 
course, the residents of Kenilworth Street, upon whose 
thoroughfare the brunt of traffic would fall. 

The police chief had recommended the bridge be opened 
for a brief period of time to relieve the rush hour traffic. 

Questions were raised as to ownership of the bridge and 
original agreements made when the bridge was installed by 
the U. S. Army Corps of Engineers when Raytheon was the 
sole occupant of the mill properties. 

There was little question concerning the residents of 
York street whose street now handles the traffic. 

Nor was there mention that, even now, motorists leave 
the mill complex via York street, then use Riverina road and 
Kenilworth street to make their hasty exit from the work- 
aday world. 

One opponent of the reopening was sadly mistaken when 
he convicted the board members of having their minds 
made up before the meeting. 

Most assuredly this board could never be placed in that 
category, since many matters lie fallow, possibly in the 
hopes that the day of decision may never arrive, particularly 
if they are of a controversial nature. 

Based on information presented the board Monday night, 
regarding this particular issue, a decision could have been 
reached one way or the other. 

To delay such, as is a customary practice, only postpones 
the inevitable confrontation with the issue.

Elm Street 


The town has before it, at the present time, some options 
regarding that section of Elm street maintained by the state 
department of public works. 

The section is from Washington Avenue to North An- 
dover. | 

It has been in a state of disrepair for some time. 

Soon, now, there will be the usual complement of pot- 
holes in the roadway, which will bring state crews along 
with patch to make temporary repair, while the surface re- 
mains cracked, bumpy and generally in poor shape. 

Rep. James P. Hurrell informed the selectmen Monday 
night that he had talked with officials of the state DPW and 
had been informed that options were open to the town. 

The state would apply a surface to the present pavement, 
or it would make the necessary repairs, such as shoulder 
work, drainage, etc., and place a permanent surface, if the 
town will agree to take it over. 

The latter seems to be a favorable option. 

The state has done this in other communities. In North 
Andover, it made*complete repair of a roadway, then turned 
it over to the town for maintenance and upkeep. The result 
was the town gained a completely renovated thoroughfare. 


With options available to the town, as pointed out by 
Rep. Hurrell, we hope the town will take positive action 
soon, to make Elm street a uniform thoroughfare, par- 
ticularly from a safety standpoint. 

It is a main entranceway to the town and badly in need of 


attention.

During the winter months ahead 
snow and ice storms could cause 
considerable damage to trees. 
Trees broken by ice and wind will 
recover if given a helping hand, 

All hangers or broken branches 


should be removed. Make the cuts 
flush with another branch or the 
main trunk. Trace areas of torn 
bark to promote healing. 

While pruning, re-shape the 
damaged trees to their natural 
symmetry. Long branches can be 
headed back. A large branch may 
be lifted by means of a cable to 
fill an open gap caused by the loss 
of a storm-torn limb. 

Limbs and crotches that do not 
split may have become so weakened 
that another wind might send them 
crashing down. Weak crotches and 
limbs can be cabled and braced. 

A big limb can never be re- 
placed. But by cutting a branch 
back at a slant to vigorous bud, 
new growth will be favored. In 
time the tree will fill out. Proper 
pruning will throw new strength 
into the remaining parts of a tree. 
Eliminate cross-over branches.

If Alma Grew ever carried a 
placard for women’s rights, she 
surely would add elegance and a 
graceful step to the parade, and 
her own self-deprecatory sense of 
the ridiculous. 

Chances are she never will, as 
she has concentrated instead_on 
women’s responsibilities since 
coming to Andover in 1938. 

Mrs. James Grew has worked 
thousands of hours in Andover and 
Boston -- and helped initiate many 
projects -- to encourage and sup- 
port good education, good recrea- 
tion and good medical facilities 
for children, good opportunities 
for women at home to earn money 
with needlework and handcrafts; 
she supports even good television 
and, above all in recent years -- 
good music. Her name has become 
synonymous with the Friends of 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra. 

Her efforts are always reliable, 
realistic and effective. But, 
fortunately, they are_ also 
characterized ty that humour and 
elegance. Alma Grew is realistic 
enough to dread being on a com- 
mittee she values for a cause -- 
it means work and she’ll do it -- 
but it’s a pleasure to be on a 
committee with her, and that does 
help the cause along. 

Mrs. Grew came to Andover in 
1938, the wife of a young French 
teacher, James Grew. He will 
retire this year as head of the 
Modern Language Department, a 
respected teacher and a leader 
in modern language associations 
across the country. 

Alma Grew’s interest in music 
comes honestly. She brought to 
Andover from her New York home 
an extraordinary background as 
the daughter of Alma Gluck, one 
of America’s most famous opera 
singers, who sang at the prime of 
her talented fame during the World 
War I years, 

Interest in the Andover schools 
and the larger Andover community 
made the young Mrs. Grew an 
active worker in the League of 
Women Voters, and school and 
community organizations but she 
dismisses it: ‘‘But that was way 
back when we were fighting for 
kindergartens!’’ 

And so it goes for some other 
institutions that we now take for 
granted, The Hay Scales, a North 
Andover landmark, has now been 
operating for many many years. 
Alma Grew was one of the original 
workers for this project to pro- 
vide a market which would bring 
the work of people who could do 


fine needlework and other talented . 


handcrafts in their homes to the 
attention of people who value and 
will buy their handwork. The Hay 
Scales today draws bothcustomers 
and consignors from many miles 
away from the old North Andover 
center. 

Alma was also a founder of the 
North Andover - Andover Parents’ 
League, an effort to bring the two 
communities closer by providing 
common recreational and social 
activities for both public and pri- 
vate school children, from the fifth 
grade up, of both towns. The 
Parents’ -League activities first 
opened the Phillips Academy pool 
to community children, provided 
tennis lessons at nearby courts, 
a condensed drivers’ education 
course, and also a Ski and Skate 
Exchange, to keep children’s 
winter recreation equipment costs 
down to a sensible level through 
a ‘‘bring and buy’’ approach once 
a year. Some of these activities 
have passed on to the community 
schools and YMCA, -but drivers 
ed goes on, and each year more 
families circle the date of the 
Parents’ League Ski and Skate 
Exchange. 

Mrs. Grew’s volunteer activities 
in the past few years have centered 
in Poston, but have taken place 
in Andover, for causes which bene- 
fit the people of Andover and all of 
Greater Boston. These causes, 
Children’s Hospital, Television 
Channel 2 andthe Boston Symphony 
Orchestra, need wide community 
support to continue effective pro- 
grams. 

They depend on friends who are 
willing to work, initiate fund-

raising projects, telephone long 
lists of people, dun friends for 
money infund drives, ask for news- 
paper publicity and win more 
friends for the cause. 

Alma Grew has persuaded 
Greater Lawrence merchants to 
donate items to the Channel 2 
Auction and she collects books 
every year for the Yankee Book- 
stall to benefit Children’s Hospi- 
tal. (Do you have any adult or 
children’s books in good condition 
you can donate? Call Mrs. Grew.) 

Above all, every year, she works 
on ways to enlist more people to 
become Friends of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra. 

‘‘No one seems to realize that 
the ticket price doesn’t come close 
to supporting this great symphony. 
One of our first jobs onthe Friends 
of the Symphony was to find out 
the names of people sharing con- 
cert tickets, so we could appeal 
to them to join the Friends of the 
Symphony and help support the 
concerts they were enjoying. Any- 
one can become a Friend for a 
very nominal price, and for a bit 
more, give more support and be 
invited to all the special events 
for members.”’ 

The strategies for winning 
financial support for the BSO are 
many, and all require the active 
Friends in each community to 
persuade long lists of prospective 
supporters to buy records for the

benefit of the Symphony, attend 
a benefit recital by BSO orches- 
tra members, go to parties for the 
benefit of the Symphony, or buy a 
chance to support the Symphony. 

‘‘Andover’s been _ terribly 
lucky,’’? Mrs. Grew claims. ‘‘Two 
people in Greater Lawrence were 
among the ten to win a free trip 
to Sardinia. Rad Abbot won a 
Porsche last year, besides help- 
ing the Symphony.’’ 

But the most popular fundraiser 
was last year’s Musical Marathon 
which gave Boston area listeners 
a chance to order their favorite 
music performed by the Symphony 
on the radio in a marathon per- 
formance of taped performances, 
some of them never published. 

The Musical Marathon will be 


repeated this year on the weekend ° 


of March 2, 3, 4 and 5, Mrs. 
Grew reports, and will go on from 
Thursday through the weekend, on 
Radio Station WCRB. Listeners 
can- order as many minutes of 
chosen music from the catalogue 
at the Memorial Hall Library, or 
call any Friend of the Symphony 
for a catalogue of available music. 
‘‘For the money you pledge, you 
hear the music you chose, and 
become a Friend of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra. Last year 
the Symphony gained nearly 900 
new Friends throughthe Marathon, 
and we hope for many more this 
year,’?

WHEN IS BRAKE JOB DUE? 


On the average, you can ex- 
pect 25,000 to 30,000 miles 
on a set of brake linings, but 
this may vary from as Jittle 
as 10,000 to as much as 40,009 
miles depending on the type of 
driving you do and the kind of 
driver you are. 

Also the front wheel linings 
usually wear out before those 
on the rear unless you’re guilty 
of driving withthe parking brake 
on. . 

You’re smart to have the 
linings checked at 10,000 miles 
and at least every 10,009 miles 
thereafter. It only takes a few 
minutes to have the front wheel 
linings checked and about 30 
minutes for all four wheels.
